Tur outbreak of plague on the Messngeres 
Maritimes steamship Loos is likely to cause 
no: small sensation vf, Marseilles and in 
Europe genenally. The Laos left thix port 
for France on the 3rd Sune. Sbe arrived at 
her destination at the beginning of this 
week, having on board sixteen Arab xtokers 
suffering from plague. Carisequently the 
whole of the three hundred passengers and 
the crew have heen quarautined, The local 
agents af the Messageries Company were 
imable to say whether thesi: Arab. stokers 
were oii the Eaoe when she left Hongkong 
or whether they were taken on when the 
vessel reached the Suez Canal. Plague exists 
in Egypt at the present time, but the short- 
ness of the run between the Canal and 
Marseilles does not give much time for the 
disease to have developed.. On the other 
hand we have heard nothing of any plague 
cases ou the earlier part of the Laoe'r 
journey. There is, of course, the third 
possibility, that the men were shipped at 
some intermediate place’ The guilt of 
dlongkong in the matter js at present open 
to question, und. we trast that it will -be 
dixproved. ‘The only consolation, in event 
four responsibility being unfortanately 
shown, would. be the powerful reminder 
which the home authorities would be given 
of the evil state of sanitary .affairs in this 
Colony.

THE HEALTH OF THE ARMY.

Nearly a year anda half afler tho close of the 
period with which it deals, the Army Moiical 


Department Report for L800 was issued on the 
Ath nlt. It deals with the Anny throughout 
the British Empire, and gives reports and 
tables of abstracts from every station. 

No unnual returns for South Africa are ux 
yet forthcoming, und complete statistics will} 
not be prepared until tho military operations 
have heen bronght to a close,

previons decade, 

_ The nuniber of officers and’ men serving at 
home and abrvad in 1899 is reckoned at 201,004, 
andthere were 173,204 admissions to hospital, 
while the total deaths were 1594.

861.7. por thou- 
sind, and the deaths ong of 10.82 per thousand.

_ Another view of the Trans-Siberian railway 
to that taken by Mr. Samuel Hill, as reported 
recently, is published in the ossiya from the 
pen of Dr. VadenekiofGrenburg. Dr. Vadenski 
suys that he left Irkutsk, in (Central 
Southern Siberia, at 10 p.m. by train No. 3 
on December 25th, new style, to proceed 


+o Orenburg, in South-Eastern European } 


Russia. “As my family was rather large, I 
‘decided to take first-class tickets, which cost 
135 roubles, or £11. 28. 1d.; and we were 
assigned a splendidly fitted out epartment for 
our journey of 270 miles, The rato of travoll- 
ing was cortainly slow, for four days were 
allotted for the above distance. On the very 
tirst section, sixty miles long, our train managed 
to be five hours behind time. 

“ Then a really serious mishap oceurred ; the 
pipes nsed for heating tha care, which led 
to the condenser, became frozen. They had 


been laid under the flooring of the waggon, and |' 


were thas exposed to the: open air. The 
“stoker” ought to have bestowed aj} his atten- 
tion to the proper heating of the cars; but 
that was out of the question, eesing that he had 
to wait upon the passen ers and hud many 
other little duties toperform, Tho only wey out 
of the trouble was to abandon the car, and this 
wo dil-aftor we had spent two hours at the 
station of. Kansk ina draliless attempt to put 
the honting apparatus ito working order. 
Thus we hud to resume the journey in un over- 
crowded second-class car, for not ene reserved 
cay, even a second-class car, was to be procured 


anfl the passengers seized the opportavity for 
writing a ‘general complaint.’ 2 

“From Omsk dar.journey was continued in 
# fecond-class car, in which we were. joined by 
threa sick persons. The accommodation at.the 
various refroshment rooms ‘was’ often most. 
inadequate; thus at no single buffet could wo 
find o piece of white: bread. and as a rule we 
could obtain such cnly ut intervals of ubout 140 
miles. Great.wos our joy on reaching Chelia- 
binsk, for we espied n luxurions first-class car. 
Our joy was premature, for the. thermometer 
hanging inside the car registered only three or 
four degrees of heat, Renumur, <A series of 
long and etormy explanations with the ‘station 
authorities then followed, and no less theu six 
complaints were entered in the book so thought- 
fully ptovided for the purpose; but it was all 
in vain, for we bad to continue our journey in 
the second-class car, We had. with us. an 
caginoer down with fever, and all my children 
had become quite hoarse.-. Nevertheless, we 
could not raise the temperature by so much as 
one degree during the whole journey between 
Bamara and Zlatoust:  ~ 
- “Atlest wearrived at Orenburg : and still our 
troubles were not at an ond, for I could not 


at any, point in thot section of 360 to 460 miles. | 
Thus we arrived at Omak in Western Siboria,- 
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get my luggage. I showed the station-mnaster 
my luggaye rocuipt; and after waiting six 
weoks I was told that my luggsye had not then 
turned up at Cheliahg, Thus not only did T 
loss my luggage, but the loss of my olothes 
prevented mo from practising ax a surgeon for 
the time, and I am still awaiting compensation 
from the railway company for this onforcod 
idleness, Luggage is very freqnently loat, and 
I heard of several cases in which. the port- 
manteaux and boxes’ had been rifled of 
their contents in the guard's van. and thon 
filled up with stones and any kind of 
rubbish, All thid inconvenionee was made 
worse by our being three day's late af Orenburg, 
bat there was some excuse for this uupunetunlity, 
for thers had bean two derailments 1 few hours 
before our train was timed to pass cortain points. 
Although the novelty ia wearing off the frequent 
aceidents, yet the engine-drivers and stokers in 
eharge of trains passing over the scenes of tho 
various accidents cannot resist the temptation 
to stop the train while they have a-gossip with 
the natives. I saw one stoker shoot a partridgo; 
then tho train slowed down, and he jumped of 
tho ongine and picked up the bird.”

in the same manner. Considering what they 
achieved and that wages have to be paid all the 
year round both to the first and second elyven, 
we must say that the club obtained value for 
their money. It is very interesting, too, 
to s2e whut compsratively small sume both 
clubs have paid for trsiniug. The visits of the 
"Spurs to Chingford, on the borders of Epping 
Forest, cost £223, while the journeys of Sheffield 
United to Lytham and Skegness involved an 
outlay of £336. Above all, it must be pleasing 
to the supporters of these two great teams to 
find that Sheffield United have mado a profit 
on the year of £3,091, while Tottenham Hotapur 
have a favourable balance of £2,554. A team 
which did remarkably :well and perhaps got 
better value for their money thax any club was 
Notts County, They only paid £2,938 to their 
players in wages and bonuses, bat they drew 
over £5,000 in gate-money, finished very high 
up in the League competition. and with a little 
luck would bave won the Championship. Indeed, 
some of their ploycra are convinced that they 
ocght to have done so. :
